Commissioner’s Report on Manitoba

Mr. Justice Galt Says He is Unable to Place the Slightest Credence in 


Mr. Rogers’ Statements, and Says There is an Irresistible Con- 
clusion That the Gratuitous Increase in the Contract Price, 
Made by Mr. Rogers and the Campaign Contributions 
Afterwards Made by the Contractors, Are 

Directly Gonnecyed. 


WINNIPEG, Jan, 30—One of the most damning indictments ever 
made of a man in Canadian public life is coutained in the interim 1 
port by Mr, Justice Galt, tabled in the legislature tonight, concerning 
the scandals attending the building of the Manitoba agricultural 
college, 

Hon. Robert Rogers, minister of public works in the Borden go 
vermnent, and who at the time of the scandals was minister of publie 
works in the Roblin government in Manitoba, is flayed mercilessly by 


the commissioner, who in effect, if not in so many words, calls Rogers 


a pure and unadulterated liar. 

“T eannot accept Mr. Rogers’ statement,’’ the commissioner says 
three times in the report, until, on the fourth occasion, he says, ‘Ll can 
give no credence whatever to Mr. Rogers’ statement.”’ 

These prevarications by Mr. Rogers are characterized by Mr. Jus 
tice Galt as ‘‘a desperate attempt to escape from an awkward 
dilemma.”’ 

Mr, Justice Galt refers to the laxity that had prevailed during 
Mr, Rogers’ regime as Manitoba minister of publie works. He deals 
at length with the various contracts carried out by the Carter-Halls 
Aldinger company, the original cost estimate of the buildings, being 
$957,000, and the actual cost #$3,875,000—four times as much. Not 
withstanding the repeated denials by the Hon. Robert Rogers in the 
Witness box, the commissioner finds that he gave the Carter company 
a gratuitous increase of $8,700 in respect of their contract for the 
power house. The commissioner also finds that this increased tender 
allowed by Mr. Rogers, and the anusual contributions to the Conser- 
vative campaign fund made by the Carter company. were directly 
connected—in other words, that the amount of the contract price was 
deliberately increased by Mr, Rogers for the purpose of securing 
campaign funds. These campaign contributions, the commissioner 
finds, amounted in all to $22,500. 

The report as a whole is but another chapter in the sad story o} 
ihe degenerate public life in a province which has had unenviable no 
toricty of late years as a result of the slimy trail of the Roblin-Rogers 


regime, 

Hon. Justice Galt, who is an eminent member of the Manitoba 
bar, was created a Judge of the Court of King’s Bench in 1912 by thi 
Borden government. Previous to going on the bench he was a mem 
ber of the legal firm of Tupper, Galt, Tupper, Minty and MeTavish

COUNCIL AGREES TO 


AMALGAMATION OF CALDER 
WITH CITY CORPORATION 


Without Any Dissent, City Solicitor is Instructed to Take Action to 
Bring About Proposed Union—Blacksmiths of City Ask For En- 
forcement of Early Closing Bylaw—Amicable Agreement With 


Alliance Power Co. 


The need for able-bodied stokers at 
the home fires may have had a con- 


tributing influence in’ an unwonted 
apeeding-up of the council's line of 
action at last night's meeting, for, 


whatever the cause ,the business was 
cleared up with despatch and an ad- 
journment passed by 9:30 o'clock. 

Among the grist of matters dis- 
posed of was the report of the special 
committees from the council in re- 
spect to the application from Calder 
residents for an amalgamation with 
the city. It was shown that the village 
Was prepared to join with the city 
providing the electric light and tele- | 
phone lines were extended to Calder, 
and that funds on hand in the village 
treasury at the time of amalgamation 
be expended on street improvements 
within the village. 

Without dissent the council voted 
that the city solicitor be instructed 
to take whatever steps are necessary 
toward bringing about this affiliation. 

The total assets of the village were 
shown in an auditor's roport submitted 


to be 29.43, with abilities total- 
ling $2,260.70, the surplus therefore 
being $3, 


378.73.

‘LT cannot accept Mr. Rogers’ statement,’* the commissioner says 
three times in the report, until, on the fourth occasion, he says, Ll can 
give no credence whatever to Mr. Rogers’ statement.”’

AMALGAMATION OF CALDER 
WITH CITY CORPORATION 


Without Any Dissent, City Solicitor is Instructed to Take Action to 
Bring About Proposed Union—Blacksmiths of City Ask For En- 
forcement of Early Closing Bylaw—Amicable Agreement With 


Alliance Power Co. 


The need for able-bodied stokers at
